“In regard to Mexico, we agree 
with the.

‘The treaty of peace ought never 
to have included the covenant of 
the League of Nations. If a man 
is dangerously sick, it would be a 
very unwise physician who would 
sit down and formulate a plan to 
avold a recurrenee of the attack 
while the patient wes tossing in 
pain.”

“But the treaty in its combined 
form ia before us. and is already 
signed by a large group of nations. 
N is a fact, not a ‘vision.’ What 
shall we do with it? The answer 
is. secure whatever reservations and 
amendments are possible and abso- 
‘utely easential—and then sien! 

“Another — that wil!

but mere theory, desire or senti- 
ment. We do not for a moment 
deciare that there has been no en- 
forcement of law, nor that condi- 
tions have not improved in a 
marked degree, but we do deciare 
that in many cities and even in 
the quietest country district there is 
much of law violation. We believe, 
further, that the Administration has 
not thus far put forth the effort 
nor expended the amount of monev 
necessary to bring the offenders to 
justice.

Comparative sales reports by one of 
the country’s greatest mafi-order houses 
show that the peak in buying was reached 
last February. Mail-order sales have long 
been regarded as an accurate business ba- 
rometer. Retail prices of commodities in 
Los Angeles indicate that a downward mar- 
ket is here. 

Great strides by production in caiching 
‘up with trade demands, large crop returns 
and the stiffening money maract all have 
their effect. However, to the public goes 
‘much of the credit for the checking of 
mounting prices, just as upon the pubiic 
rests a great deal of the responsibility for 
increased costs. 

Industrial workers, drawing unprecedent- 
ed wages, led the nation in a spending orgy 
of unheard of proportions.

Then came a reaction. It was gradual 
at first and the public’s response to econ- 
omy advice was slow. The first nation- 
wide demonstration of the new temper was 
in the overall club movement. As an eco- 
nomic measure that failed as signally as 
Coxzey’s army scheme, but it has had a far- 
reaching effect.

[SAVING WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 


Dean Ryle of Westminster Abbey 
asks for a million dollars to save 
the historic structure and he hopes 
America will contribute a handsome 
quota. 

We will all admit that the abbey 
is a historic structure that ought to 
be saved. But when the dean de- 
clares that “America may appropri- 
ately claim a part in the 
preserving the most precious memo- 
rial to the English-speaking world” 
we are not so unanimous. 

For it must be remembered that 
the Church of England is a state 
affair, that its vast possessions are 
administered by a board of ecclesi- 
astical commissioners and that those 
possessions include tremendously 
valuable estate holdings and a good 
deal of secular property. The com- 
missioners not only are landlords of 
numerous dwell in and around 
London, where real estate is rented 
by the foot at prodigious prices, but 
they are also landlords of business 
structures, many of them saloons or 
“public houses,” as they are called 
in England. They ever. own a good

It the Church of England had been 
disestablished as the Welsh church 
was, if the value of real estate in
